He 
asked to havo tho matter laid over for 
another dfiy, but the request was denied. 
Tho hon. gentleman said, "You must take 
this or nothing." .Mtliough he (Mr. 
Smitho) had doubted the etUcacy of the 
petition lie had Ciist his vote for the docu- 
ment rather than stand in the way of the 
only plan the' govornment had for settling 
the next question. It liad been a failure 
—the' speech confessed it. The matter 
iv.iii in a worse position than over. Tho 
country was iiia humiliating position. Tho 
chief acquirement of tho mi.ssion was that 
we were told that Hor Majesty had "grac- 
iously" received our petition — v-e-ry 
"graciously." (Laughter.) Lord Kini- 
borloy iiad o.'cpccsscd a mild opinion that 
wo woro'ohtitled to', tho^ Island railway, 
etc. Lord Carnarvon, years ago, announc- 
ed his conslusions emphaiicolly. Lord 
Kimborlcy made a mistake in e.ipretsing 
himself as ho lind. Of course Hor Majesty 
had accepted the potition graciously; but 
that was all. He would like to know what 
wo would have to pay iNIr. DeOosmos for 
getting LordKimberley's "oi)inion/" Lord 
Kiniberloy had merely expressed ;tn (ipin- 
ion that we should luive a "'I'ujht lino of 
railway from Esquimalt to Nanaimo.'' 
What was the meaning of a "light rail 
way!" Ho inferred that it meant a nar- 
row gaugo railway — built as cheaply as 
possible. That was a direct blow at the 
contention of this House that tlic Island 
railway was a part — a section of the over- 
land railway with Esquimalt as the term- 
inus. Could any one deny that the niis- 
Bion had been a failure I He (Mr. .Sinithe) 
would havo been glad if the mission had 
not been a failure. That the Island rail- 
way would he built in the near future, he 
fully believed; tho resmirces of tho pro- 
Tince w ere great and would tempt capit.il- 
ists to build tho railway, althouf'h tho 
govornment have failed misenibly. (Hear, 
kear.) The speech said that the questions 
relating to construction of tho Island sec- 
tion and to coiupensition were under con- 
sideration; but the House >vas not toid 
with whom they are under consideiatinu. 
(Hear, hear.) Full information of the 
condition of the grtiviiig dock works is 
promised, but it should havo been laid be- 
fore the house — not loft to to be drawn 
from the govornment at, perhaps, the tail 
end of the session. After remarking up- 
on the fishery interest ihe leader of the 
oi)poaitiiiu criticised tl'.e sprech where it 
.said tluit the output of coal fell 
below that of last year. He deemed 
this a most damaging statement to 
go aliroad unaccompanied by the reasons 
which wore a .strike at Nanaituo and the 
receipt of large consignments of English 
coal at San Francisco. That reduced the 
demand for Island coal, but tho govern- 
ment did not saj" so. It said that Nanai- 
mo w.os going down. Wliat other con- 
struction was to bo phicod on this clause '. 
Nanainio was placed by tho .speech in a 
false light before tho world. Again, not 
a word was said in the speech .about tho 
marked improvement in tho lumber trade 
which had taken place last ye.ar. .\ bill 
to consolidate the mining laws w.is pro- 
mised; but there w.is no promise to amend 
those laws. The House was to bo called 
to do departmental woik. The speech 
foi e.shail' I ivered nothing of iiraet.ieul good. 
Carillon was mentioned as the only min- 
ing district in the province. Not a word 
about Kooton.iy or Cassiar. The House 
was not told if the inclemency of the wea- 
ther affected mining cnterpri8e.s in those 
districts. There was one thing tho gov- 
ernment could no( ludp;— they could not 
help the prosperity of (Ik- farmers, (cheers 
ami laiii.;!)! i r). Hut the gi.ivernmr'nt had 
left ihc rotiilu in a wru'.st condition than 
evrf lu-rori'. if an election was not to be 
held soon there would have been lio ap- 
propriation promised for a provincial es- 
iiihiiiou; and speaking as a farmer ho 
would s.iy that if the exhibition was to bo 
held every year at A'ictoria he could not 
vote for it. Ho had been iii.structed by 
his constituents to apply foraidforaCow- 
ichan exhibition. In the nrovincinl ex- 
hibition there was [lolitieal capital for. 
the finance minister Ho In.'ld ti pretty 
eloHc grip on the public purse, but when 
he was t>i be benefitted by the expendi- 
ture he'ci uld ho generous enough (roars 
(,>f laughter). If the outside districts 
could take advantage of the exhibition 
it would be of value to them; but it 
would be no good if the exhibition was to 
ho conducted the same as it was hust year. 
The embroglio with the .Supreme Court 
he took to bo a question between the 
judges and the attorney-gouoral. Tho 
latter was the only lawyer on the floor of 
the Houso and tho members had taken 
his pledge tliat thebills were wholly uncon- 
stitutional. Ho (Mr. Smithe) was not 
prepared to say wlio was right or who 
was wrong; hut ho (iMr. Smithe) was of 
ojiinion that nothing we might do here 
would not establish tho constitutional rights 
of the province. Whatever wo were en- 
titled to we would gct'in the propcrway. 
The matter was now in a position where 
il, could bo decided by proper authority. 
Tliat pro|ier authority was not, he believ. 
ed, this house. Nothing that we might do 
Would afi'ect the question at all. The at- 
torney -goncal had started the fight; let 
him carry it on. If ho was right he 
would got the credit. If ho was wrong 
he would still have the credit of having 
tried to secure what ho (the attorney-gen- 
eral) considsrod tho rights of tho provinces. 
It was gratifying to hear that there was a 
surplus; but he regretted to find that that 
surplu.'! had been obtaineil by neglecting 
the roada and bridges of tho country, 
which were now impassable. Everyone 
deplored the assassination of President 
( lurtiehl and trusted that providence would 
.smile on the doing's of this Hmise. The 
paucity of previous speeches was then 
commented iiptm. The Opposition had 
passed previous attempts over in silence; 
but the present was the longest and at the 
same time the emptiest speech that had 
ever been laid before this house. (Cheers.) 
.ludging from what is in the Clovernor's 
speech the rnombora ought to be at home 
in one week from to-day. Tlie govern- 
ment, he liuped, would explain wliy the 
House was c.illed togellior at so late a 
season. 

Mr. iMcliillivr.iyaaidhe u'asnot returned 
to oppose tho present premier. He was 
loturiied as an independent member to 
judge everything on its merits. 

IMr. Smithe said tho facts were well 
known to other gentlemen in the Houso 
and it was not necessary for him to com- 
nient further upon tliom. 

Hon. Jfr. Wnlkciu s^iid tli^t if the hon. 
gontloraan had known the leader c£ the 



Opposition as well as he did he would not 
have paid any attention to hiiu He, refer- 
red to tho Opposition as a corporal's 
gu.ird and not a party. Ho believed tho 
leader of the Opposition was 'ashamed of 
tho speech ho had just made. Ho (Mr. 
Walkem) thought when tho loader of tho 
Opposition was speaking that ho was 
about to copy Oscar Wildo and say too 
utterly too too (laughter.) Ho charged 
that the Ifaler of the opposition plagiar- 
ized from tho Gloha and AfaiV. With 
regard to a "light" lino Mr. 'Marcus Smith 
had told hiih a "light" line might mean a 
narrow-iiauge lino on trestles or a stand- 
ard guagc line a light equipment. He 
thought the allusion to tho drydock might 
as well havo been left out of tho leader of 
the opposition's speech, and the govern- 
ment only told tho truth respecting the 
eoal. Tho provincial exhibition would bo 
held at New '^'estminstor next year, and 
he disclaimed tho statement that the con- 
stitutional ditiiculty was one between tho 
judges and tho attornny-genoral. He hail 
appeared as a friend of the court, and the 
question was one bctwoeu tho judges .and 
this House. This was tho only province 
in the Dominion that had no control over 
the judges. He made tho statement up- 
on the best iiiithority. .What steps tho 
government would take in this matter 
would be made public at the proper time. 
If ho wore a private member of this House 
he would fuel that tho rights of the House 
and the people had been invaded. He 
in oposed to n.isert those rights in a digni- 
fied' w ay. He should ho sorry if the mat- 
ter degenerated into a personal (piarrel. 
He did not say he was wholly right ; but 
believed ho would bo borne out in many 
of tho points he had laid down. These 
acts had passed ui ilo.' the scrutinizins: eye 
of the minister of justice atOttawn ar.d had 
been allowed, and it was moat strange 
that after having been in force four years 
the .-Vet of 1878 was only now fiuiud to bo 
unconstitutioind. Correspondence regard- 
ing tho residonco of tho judges at Now 
Westminster would be laid before the 
House. He hoped and believed it would 
bo decided that tho Supreme Court wa.s a 
Superior Court and that as such it was 
under the control of tho legislature. In 
conclusion ho said that tho leader of tho 
oiiposition adorned that sidoof tho House 
and he (Mr. Wtilkeni) intended to keep 
him there as long as ho could. 

I\[r. Wilson had not licard any com- 
plaint that thorc was too much ni tho 
speech, He did not think that tho mem- 
ber for Now ^Ve3tmin3tor should have 
boon attacked for moving tho roply be- 
cause it was so noncommittal. The lead- 
er of the opposition might have moved the 
roply himself without sacrificing principle. 
He agreed whh the member for Now 
Westminster that in a House so small as 
this and in a eoiimry where jiarty linos did 
not exi.st, lie might support some gov- 
eminent measures and opposo otliers. 
Better men could not have been selected for 
the purpose. Ho (3Ir. W.) boliovod that 
Mr. DeCosmos had succeodcd and that 
Sir John Macdonald while in London last 
fall did give a pledge to Mr. DeCosmos 
that he would induce the syndiMte to 
build the lino; but the 'syndicate, in con- 
sequence of the extravagant roi)ort of a 
Mr. Ro.ss who came out in tlioir interest 
and because their bonds had not sold as 
rapidly in Canada as tlioy had hopod,had 
declined to build tho lino. Ho, there- 
fore, regretted that the seconder of the 
address had not done justice to iMr. De- 
Cosmos. It was to bo regretted that tho 
iceondor of tlie address had not recogiii/.- 
od the success that had attended Mr. Do- 
Cosmos' mission. Than Mr. DeCosmos 
th(>re was no man in tho.prtjvinco who 
possessed such knowledge of tho subject 
and such tenacity in pushing it. 

Mr, Helgeson intorriiptod and said that 
ho had given Mr. DeCosmos civdit for in- 
dcfatigability and for getting the Port 
Mondy section eonstructrd, and he want- 
ed thu hon. geiulemnii to lake back his 
statement. 

Mr. Wilson would do so when it had 
lieen shown that ho was wrong. When 
the drydock correspondence w.is laid be- 
beforo tho House he hoiied there would 
ho a more favorable showing ffir the gov- 
ernuuint than I'.ow appeared; but ho was 
sorry to hear that two gontloinon who had 
come out to assist in tho vi_goroua prose- 
cution of the dock had this day clearird 
out for America (laughter.) It wius gra- 
tifying to know that tho coiUrael system 
had proved successful in spite of I ho op- 
position of tho altornoy-general; hut he 
observed that one section had not been 
lot. The value of the exports of the 
nahories he thiuight w.is over rated in the 
speech. He favoreil_ the ex[ilorat!oii of 
arable and mineral lands and thought if 
more prominence had Ijeoii given to agri- 
cultural interests in the speech it would 
luive done no harm. Tho move in the 
direction of a provinci.il exhibition was a 
g.j<ij one. 'I'lie finance niinibter had 
been asked for &L',00(), but only agreed to 
give i?!.™)!). It was to bo hoped that his 
colleaguos would be more liberal than tho 
finance minister was disposed to be. Ex- 
ertions should bo made to open up tho 
agricultural lands and thus prevent th.e 
country from being peopled by .Asiatics. 
Tho necBSHity of a handbook and map 
was next strongly counseled. The speech, 
ho coiicUule.l, as an eypr'ng tTort of the 
ministry, was not up t-j wliat he thought 
would have been made. (Laughter nnd 
hear.) 

Dr. .V.sli hoped an address of wolcoiiie 
would be prosentcd to the Lieut. -Gover- 
nor and at the same time au expression 
shouhl be made that tho House would 
like to see his honor at Governmoiu 
House. The attorney -general was not tlie 
only person in the Houso who was com- 
petent to understand tho constitutionality 
of ;iu act. It had been said that this 
House was not the place in which to de- 
cide this matter. l'a[)or3 are promised 
on the dock, the island lailw.iy and other 
matters, which ought to be here now. 

Tho address was passed and referred 
a committee for presentation 

ItKl'OUTS. 

Hon. Mr. Huiuphreys pre.seiited the 
annual reports on public sehoids and 
mines and the lists of voters. 

Hon. IMr. Walkam presented tito report 
of tho Chief Commissionor and ihe He. 
gislr.ir General. ' 

PRIVILKUi;. 

Hull. Mr. Wtilkom rose to a ipiestion 
of privilege. He said lliat be liad stated 
in the House on April oOth, 1880, that 
100 tons of cernont might ho required lo 
oomplote the drydock. He made this 
statement on the authority of the resi- 
dent engineer. In Ootobev, last year.tho 
resident engineer had iiiforinod him that 
190 tons more would bo roqniied, and 
again in November that ".00 tons would 
be necessary, and in January of the pro- 
sent year for the first time on tlio report 
of the same officer the government learn- 
ed that 4,400 tons wore required. • 

Jlr. Wilson— lias the officer been siis- 
ponded? 

Hon' .Mr. Walkem— You had better 
put the cpjestion in » [)roper form. 

Mr. Smithe severely comnionted upon 
the conduct of tho attorney-general in 
attempting to relievo himself of a serious 
responsibility by shifting it to (ho shoul- 
dors of a subortiinato. He (Mr. Smithe) 
through th9 miacakulation of a auboidin- 



ato oflicer had once inado a statement 
that was inaecni-.ite; although it did not 
afl'cct the re^-cnue of the country tn- take 
a single dollar from the tre.xsury tho 
leader of the governmont had never tired 
of twitting him witli it, The present 
was not a question of privilege and tho 
blamo could not be cast on a subordinate 
in tliut way. Tho House was told on the 
very firsl cl.iy of the session that ><lijO,(XK) 
in hard money was required to be paid 
by tho province for cement, and theattor- 
ney-goncral had no right to cover himself 
under the privileges of the House. 

Hon. Mr. ^Yalkem said he hail made a 
positive .itiir.sniont to the llonso and ho 
had considered it his duty to rise at the 
first moment to .jorrect that statement. 
He had taken this coitrsc so that it might 
not bo said tho information had been 
dragged from Iiiin. He did not propo.M 
to screen himself behind anyone. 

Mr. Wilson .tsked if the 4,100 t..ns of 
cement included the olO tons. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said it did. 

Jlr. Mara thought the objection was 
well taken. Heforo tho address had been 
passed this statomout should havo been 
made. There was a question respecting 
the same matter on the notice boned, antl 
tho attorney general liad taken the pro- 
per course. 

40. MILK i!i;Lr. 

Mr. Armstrong moved that a respectful 
address bo presented to Ills Honor the 
Lieut. -Qovornor a-sking that ho may be 
pleased to havo sent to tho House copies 
of all correspondence between the gov- 
ernment of the Dominion of Canada and 
the government of Uritish Columbia, or 
any person acting on their behalf as agent 
or otherwise, respecting or iii anywise af- 
fecting tho 40-inilc belt of land nfiw hold 
as a railroad or government reserve on 
tho Mainland of B.^C, from the time the 
Dominion Oovcrnment made application 
to have said belt of land l e-eivi'il for rail- 
way purposes. 

'rho hon. mover referrcHl to tlio serious 
injur}' that liad been iiitlietod by the lock- 
ing up of tlio land. He \y;us not prepared 
to lay the blamo on any person; but some 
one must be to Wame. 

Mr. Harris seconded and the resoliitiim 
was carried.

sary. Ho proposed IMossr.?. Helgeaen, 
Harris, Smithe, Ferguson and himself as 
such committee. 

At the suggestion of tho attorney gen- 
eral the name of l^lr. Ferguson was 
struck out and (liat of Mr. fhilhraith suh- 
stitnted.

Mr. W;ilkem introduced a mineral bill 
and an act respecting courts. 

QUESTIO.V.^. 

Mr. Ash asked is it the intention of ihegov 
crnmont to osTc the House for an appro- 
priation to rop.iy tho cost of the services 
of the judges who acted as cmiuissionrrs 
in tho Kootenaj' omquiry 

Hon. Mr. lieavcn replied that the in- 
formn,tion would bo given whoii tho esti 
mates were laid before tho Houso. 

Dr. Ash said that was no answer. He 
demanded aometliiiig more definite. 

Hon. Jlr. Walkem said tho hon. gentle, 
man had no right to ask tho question. 

Mr. Smithe asked, has the go\«.nnicut 
ordered cement for graying dock purposes 
to supplement ,tho amoiint purchased in 
1874, and stored since that tfmb at Esqui- 
malt; if so, Iiow much, for what reascni, 
and on what authority ! 

Hon. Mr. Walkem— Yes; 900 tons, be. 
cause. by the contract with Messrs. Afc- 
Namoe & Co. tho cement was required. 
Tho order wa^ given under authority of 
order iti^ounQil under 42 'Vic. , chap. 20, 
and a. warrant' issudd under 44 'Vic. chap. 
21. Tliore arc also about 45 tons yet to 
be obtained which was a loan to the Vic- 
toria corporation and which they have 
paid for according to agreement as they 
could not supply it. 

Mr. Smithoa.skuu, uttveyou,inyour capa- 
city of Attornoy-Qenoral of tho Province, 
as law agent in this Province of tho Do- 
minion of Canada, or in any ollior cap,'t- 
city, made any reconiinendaliou to tho 
Dominion Govornment or any mcmbor 
thereof rclatinjg to tho vacant judgcsliip 
in this Province. 

The hon. mover said that there w.ia a 
vacant judgesliip and tliat a telegram to 
the press had stated that tho position 
would not bo filled till the close of this 
session. .'Vs last aesaion the Attorney 
(Jeneral had stated that he had made cer- 
tain recommendations to the Dominion 
government before Messrs. McCroight and 
Robertson were appointed he (Mr. Sinithe) 
thought the question portinont. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom replied that ia 1880 
!ie had been invited to make certain re- 
commendations and had done so. This 
year he hadmadenono. Withrogard tobe- 
iug law agent tot tho^Domimon ho would 
say tliat in th'o last two-years ho had only 
been consulted with regard to two cases, 
and he liclicved that a linn of solicitors in 
Victoria acted as law agonts for tho Do- 
minion. Tiie question was out* which 
jiartook strongly of impertinence. 

House tlien adjourned till 2 o'clock 
Tuesday.
